Chicago, May 26, 1909—Slight earth­ 
quake shocks lasting only a few sec­ 
onds were felt in the states of Indiana, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Michigan, Iowa and 
contiguous territory, beginning at 8:41 
this morning. Early reports covered 
the territory from Springfield, 111., 
through Davenport, Iowa, and Janes­ 
ville, Wisconsin to Muskegon, Michi­ 
gan. Throughout the territory affect­ 
ed the only damage reported was of a 
minor nature. Several small fires were 
started by overturning stoves, and 
many chimneys were razed. 
Aurora, 
Illinois is said to have suffered partic­ 
ularly in this respect.

Applause following a drill 
with electric candles proved too much 
for Dorothy Clay, who dropped her 
lamp and ignited her dress and those 
of other children on the stage.

was averted only by men who threw 
their coats about the scream ing chil­ 
dren.

TARIFF BILL AFFECTS GUAM 


Seriously 
Complicates 
Situation 
on 
Distant Island. 
W ashington, 
May 
26.—A 
serious 
com plication has arisen in the tariff 
revision of the Am erican island x>f 
Guam, whose civil governm ent is ad­ 
m inistered 
by 
a 
governor 
general 
from the United States navy. 
W ith the assistance of Governor 
Dorn, the navy departm ent had pre­ 
pared a new tariff law for Guam, 
which had been designed to lighten 
im port duties on necessities of life, 
which the natives complained were 
burdensome. 
Ju st when the new law 
was about to be signed by Secretary 
Meyer it was discovered th at pro­ 
visions of the tariff bill now before 
congress stipulate th at it shall ap­ 
ply, the day after its passage, to all 
goods im ported into the United States 
and all of its possessions excepting 
the Philippine islands. 
Guam will be 
subject to the new law unless it is so 
amended as to also exclude Guam. 
This the navy departm ent deems ad­ 
visable. 
Guam’s population is esti­ 
m ated at 9,500 people, scattered over 
its 224 square miles.

ih at under the maximum and mini­ 
mum provision the country would find 
itself operating under the maximum 
rate, which is 25 per cent higher than 
the minimum.

San Francisco, May 26.—Detectives 
employed by the prosecution and by 
the defense were the only w itnesses j 
in the trial of Patrick Calhoun, presi­ 
dent of the United Railroads, on a 
bribery charge. 
Luther Brown, who adm itted that 
he directed the activities of several 
assistants working in the interests of 
the defense, was questioned as to his 
relations with men who have con­ 
fessed to complicity in the theft of 
papers from the office of W. J. Burns, 
agent of the prosecution. 
He refused 
to answ er on the ground th a t his 
statem ents might tend to incrim inate 
himself. 
Norman Melrose, another attache of 
the United Railroads detective bureau, 
said he had delivered to W illiam M. 
Abbott, general attorney for the Unit­ 
ed Railroads, and jointly indicted with 
Mr. Calhoun, reports obtained by men 
under his direction. 
Nicholas* Korngold. now in the em­ 
ploy of the prosecution, but formerly 
a United Railroads detective, testified 
that he had received from F. A. Platt 
many docum ents taken from the office 
of W. J. Burns and delivered them to 
John Helms, a witness last week, and 
to W. M. Abbott. 
Kornkold declared he had followed 
District A ttorney Langdon with two 
detectives and John Claudianes, to 
the 
home of Jam es 
L. 
Gallagher, 
which had been wrecked by dynamite. 
He declared that Abbott had com­ 
mended him for this work and had 
instructed him to ascertain, if possi­ 
ble, w hat had transpired in the grand 
jury room in Oakland when Claudianes 
was indicted in connection with the 
dynamiting. 
All the testim ony of the day was 
offered, according to Mr. Heney, in an 
effort to show th at Mr. Calhoun and 
Mr. Abbott were engaged in a con­ 
spiracy to suppress evidence. 
It is 
believed th at the prosecution is near­ 
ing the end of its case, but under the 
most favorable circum stances it is 
improbable th at argum ents to the 
Jury will be reached within a week. 
It was announced by the prosecution 
that A ttorney John O’Neill and his 
brother Hugh, together w ith F. A. 
Platt, all witnesses In the case, had 
disappeared. 
Agents of the district

The O’Neill brothers are accused of 
having attem pted to prevent the ap­ 
pearance of Detective John Helms as 
a w itness for the prosecution. 


RESULT OF TAFT’S DEMAND 


Estim ates for Appropriations Carefully 
Scrutinized. 
W ashington, 
May 
26.—Careful 
scrutiny of all estim ates for appro­ 
priations for 1911 is being m ade in 
the various departm ents as a result of 
President T aft’s demands for economy 
in public expenditures. 
The president will send to congress 
these estim ates put at the lowest fig­ 
ure consistent with what officials be­ 
lieve is necessary to m aintain the 
governm ent, and the responsibility 
for their increase is to be put upon 
congress. 
“The adm inistration is to get credit 
for bringing the expenditures down to 
the minimum, and not congress,” said 
a prom inent official. 
‘‘H eretofore it 
has been the practice for chairm en of 
appropriations committee to proudly 
say in reporting appropriation bills 
that the committee has reduced the 
estim ates submitted by the treasury 
very m aterially.” 
One of the smaller appropriation 
bills was recently returned to the de­ 
partm ent from which it originated, 
and as a consequence the estim ates 
have been cut more than $1,000,000, 
which is 15 per cent of the total 
am ount asked for. 


CLAIM MAY BE ARBITRATED 


Protocol Signed at the Home of Sec­ 
retary Knox. 
W ashington, May 26.—A protocol 
for subm ission to arbitration of the 
Em ery claim was signed w ith repre­ 
sentatives of the N icaraguan govern­ 
m ent at .the home of S ecretary of 
State Knox. 
In the protocol is a provision that 
In four m onths from this date repre­ 
sentatives of Nicaragua will have the 
opportunity to endeavor to reach a 
definite settlem ent of the claim di­ 
rectly with the company, subject to 
the approval of the governm ent of the 
United States. 
Failing in such a set­ 
tlem ent the course of arbitration will 
begin at the expiration of the four 
m onths. 
The claim, which has been long 
pending, arose out of the annulm ent 
by N icaragua of a concession granted 
for cutting mahogany because of an 
alleged violation of its provisions. 
About two weeks ago Pedro Gonzales 
arrived in W ashington as a special 
m essenger from President Zelaya of 
N icaragua to settle the claim either 
by 
compromise 
or 
by 
arbitration. 
Soon after Secretary Knox came into 
office 
he 
sent to Senor Espinosa, 
N icaraguan m inister here, a commu­ 
nication generally regarded as an u lti­ 
m atum , -whereupon President Zelaya 
announced the appointm ent of Senor 
Gonzales as a special am bassador to 
settle the claim.

WILL TAKE THE 
PLAGE OF TREATIES 


Modern Guns lo Protect Die 
Panama CanaL 


W ashington, May 26.—W ar college 
experts who have been paying special 
attention 
to 
international 
relations 
have reached the conclusion that if 
Japan m akes a dem onstration against 
the U nited States (and it is expected) 
her activity will begin six m onths be­ 
fore the completion of the Isthm ian 
canal. 
Secretary of W ar Dickinson and 
General Franklin Bell, chief of staff U. 
S. A., have made special observations 
looking to the realization of the for­ 
tification of the canal as mapped out 
by President Taft when he was secre­ 
tary of war. 
It can be stated on the very high­ 
est authority that the approved act of 
Austria in seizing territory, despite 
the Berlin treaty, has caused this gov­ 
ernm ent to charge its attitude of re­ 
posing security in the treaty which is 
supposed to protect the Panam a ca­ 
nal. 
The new position is th at fortifi­ 
cation to the limit must take place at 
the earliest possible moment. Judging 
from the statem ent of a high army of­ 
ficer th© work may be said to have al­ 
ready commenced. 
The canal cannot be finished until 
Jan. I, 1915, but the w ar departm ent 
knows th a t the m anufacture of four­ 
teen and sixteen-inch guns and con­ 
struction of emplacements, establish­ 
m ent of fire control and placing of 
searchlights cannot be realized for 
three years. 
In other words, it is 
necessary to begin now the specific 
plans for the placing of the modern 
high power guns which are to “take 
the place of treaties.” 
The Pacific term inus of the canal is 
the one to which the m ost scientific 
attention is to be paid.

NEILL TRYING TO 
, END TJK STRIKE 


Confers With Strikers and 
Railroad Officials. 


LESS THAN A HUNDRED MEN 


Abl* to 8top Practically All Train 
Service in a Territory Nearly Two 


Hundred Mile* Long and a Hundred 
Mile* Wide—Race Problem 8aid to 
Be the Main Cause of the Trouble 
in Georgia. 


Atlanta, Ga., May 26.—How less 
than IOO striking Georgia railroad fire­ 
men were able to stop practically all 
train service in a territory 170 miles 
long and from 25 to IOO miles wide 
was the knotty problem into which 
United States Commissioner of Labor 
Neill plunged im m ediately after his 
arrival here. 
As emissary of the national board 
of mediation he faced, first, the race 
problem, tile force behind the strike; 
second, an announced wish of many 
persons in this section to have Geor­ 
gians settle this question by arb itra­ 
tion, and third, the necessity of mov­ 
ing the United S tates mails imme­ 
diately. 
W ithin two hours after his arrival 
Mr. Neill was in private conference 
with General M anager Scott of the 
Georgia railroad, w ith no intimation 
as to when the negotiations might 
bring results. 
W hat a rem arkable feat this hand­ 
ful of union firemen accomplished and 
w hat power was behind them became 
apparent when a large section of this 
state was compelled to rely on auto­ 
mobiles for passenger, mail and ex­ 
press service, and when the transpor­ 
tation of such necessities of life as 
food dropped back to wagons and pack 
animals. 
The four score firemen alone did 
not produce this situation. 
It was tile 
communities which the railroad served 
that stopped every wheel of the sys­ 
tem iii the past th ree days; not offi­ 
cials of these com m unities, but a few 
men who announced that negro fire­ 
men should not be given seniority 
ever white firemen. 


Should Not Be Difficult. 
A settlem ent by arbitration should 
not be difficult so far as the strikers* 
demands are concerned, Vice Presi­ 
dent Ball of the firem en’s organiza­ 
tion said, because the firemen are not 
trying to exact a hard and fast settle­ 
ment. 
They struck because ten white 
firemen were replaced by negro fire­ 
men. 
Railroad officials declare th at 
the negroes were put in these posi­ 
tions as rew ards for faithful service, 


and that they are w ithin their legal 
right iii such action. 
Officials of the road were in almost 
continual conference and It was re­ 
ported that some directors strongly 
favored Governor S m ith's proposition 
for each side to s sleet three Geor­ 
gians as arbitrators. 
General Man­ 
ager Scott would not say whether this 
offer would be accepted. 
H and cars, autom obiles and inter­ 
urban cars made little impression up­ 
on the 3,000 pounds of delayed mails 
in the Atlantic postoffice. 
Reports were current th at the fed­ 
eral courts might interfere and place 
guards en the train s to get mails 
through. 
The strikers have announced th at 
they are willing to fire engines to car­ 
ry mails, but that such engines must 
carry malls only and not passengers. 
Reports that the necessities of life 
w ere lacking in 
som e communities 
caused Governor Sm ith to telegraph 
along the line of the Georgia railroad, 
Inquiring 
w hether 
th ere 
was 
any 
food shortage. 
No replies indicating 
such a condition w ere received. 
Busi­ 
ness men, however, complained of se­ 
rious financial loss.

H IS is centenary year. 
It is the 
one hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of Lincoln, Darwin, Glad­ 
stone, Tennyson, Poe, Holmes. 
Fitzgerald and m any more alm ost ae 
illustrious. 
It likew ise m easures the 
completed century following one nota­ 
ble death, th at of Thom as Paine, who 
breathed his last in the city of New 
York on June 8, 1809. 
On Saturday 
afternoon, June 5, m any societies and 
individuals from New York and other 
cities will Journey to the Paine monu­ 
m ent at New Rochelle, N. Y., to cele­ 
brate the event. 
T here will also be 
services by the Brooklyn Philosophical 
association and m any other bodies both 
In the United States and in Europe. 
The m isunderstanding of Paine is 
rapidly passing aw ay. 
It is now rec­ 
ognized that his religious views were 
no more radical than those of modern 
U nitarians and other sects, and his un­ 
questioned services for political and 
Intellectual 
liberty, 
his 
conspicuous 
w orks for human rights in three lands, 
and especially in the United States, the 
country of his adoption, deserve gener­ 
ous recognition. 
The changed attitude 
tow ard him has been shown in manv 
ways, notably by the a c c e p ta n c e of his 


arm y Paine started a subscription list 
by beading it w ith his whole year’s 
salary, $500, and succeeded in raising 
a million and a half and starting a 
colonial bank. Yet he was a poor man. 
A t another crisis he planned a trip 
to France to procure a loan, accompa­ 
nied Colonel Laurens, w’ho w as sent on 
th e mission, and brought back th« 
money. 
In the French Revolution. 
W hen the king fled from Paris ai 
the beginning of the French revolu 
tion Paine w ith others issued a circu 
lar, placarded P aris and aroused th* 
French 
capital 
as 
he 
had 
before 
aroused America. 
H is “Rights of M an” had a phenom 
enal sale throughout England, and the 
younger P itt said th a t if it had nol 
been suppressed it w ould have resulted 
in a revolution there. 
The peaceful 
reform s th at cam e later In England 
wrere from the seeds then sown. 
W ith Condorcet he wrote the first 
French constitution. 
Perhaps the m ost sublime act of his 
life was In opposing the sending of 
K ing Louis to the scaffold. 
“Kill the 
monarchy, but spare the man!” w as hic 
cry. 
Yet he knew th at by this act he 
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Two 
Men 
Killed 
and 
Two Others 
Wounded. 
Charlotte. N. C., M a y 26.—Arthur 
and Andy Franklin w ere shot to death 
in Laurel township, a remote section 
of Madison county, in a four-cornered 
duel in which the Franklins were ar- j 
raigned against the Tweed brothers.

Thomas Paine firs’ suggested Ameri­ 
can independence. 
By his w ritings and otherwise he 
powerfully aided the Revolution. 
He first suggested the federal union 
of the states. 
H e first proposed the abolition of 
negro slavery. 
He first suggested protection for 
dum b animals. 
He first proposed arbitration and in­ 
ternational peace. 
He first suggested equal rights for 
women. 
He pointed out the reality of hum an 
brotherhood. 
He first proposed old age pensions. 
He first suggested international copy- 
right. 
He first suggested the education of 
poor children a t public expense. 
He suggested a great republic of all 
the nations of the world. 
In addition to these, several of his 
services alm ost as notable occur to 
my own memory: 
He wrote for liberty iii three lands 
and never took .a cent for any of his 
writings. 
Not only so, but he claimed 
no credit, putting out a great part of 
his work allonymously. 
All historians agree that his “Com­ 
mon Sense” converted the colonies to 
independence. 
While a common soldier iii the arm y 
he wrote spirited numbers of “The 
Crisis” that Mer.* read at the heads of 
the regiments and have been described 
os “half battles.” 
When he was secretary of the Penn­ 
sylvania assembly and there was no 
money to buy food for W ashiirgton’s . 


would endanger his own life. 
As a 
m atter of fact, Paine was throw n into 
prison for eleven months and escaped 
the guillotine only through a chalk 
m ark on the w rong side of his door. 
For this arch dem ocrat to risk his own 
life to save th a t of a frietfdless and 
dethroned king strikes me as the fines, 
piece of heroism seen in modern times. 
These are but the 
beginning of 
Thom as Paine’s services to hum anity. 
Throughout most of the adult period 
of bis seventy-two years of life he w as 
working for the advancem ent of man 
in some quarter of the world. 
Perhaps the greatest service of all, 
the credit of which he unselfishly gave 
to another, was in w riting the Declara­ 
tion of Independence. 
A fter careful 
study of the subject I have absolutely 
no doubt th at Paine was the actual 
author of this document. 
Several years ago, w riting under a 
nom de plume, I gave my reasons for 
believing this. For the most p art they 
were argum ents th a t had already been 
advanced by W illiam Henry B urr and 
Van Buren Denslow, and there is not 
space to give them in detail here. One 
w as th at a paper in Newark, N. J., In 
1802 practically said th at Paine w rote 
the Declaration. Jefferson never claim ­ 
ed to be the author till ju st before his 
death, years afte r Paine was dead. 
The style is unquestionably th a t of 
Paine, the words, m anner of w riting, 
views on slavery, on taxation, on deity, 
on government, on liberty, on the 
Scotch and on m any other subjects be­ 
ing those of Paine rather than Jeffer­ 
son. 
There are several stock phrases 
th a t unquestionably show Paine’s ear­ 
marks. 
In addition to all these evi 
dences, there is one that I discovered 
myself, the use of the word “hath” in 
the Declaration. 
Jefferson never used 
th at word in his life. 
Paine used it 
habitually. 
Since w riting th at article I have 
read a conv* >clng argum ent in support 
of Paine’s authorship in a book issued 
anonymously, but which I have re­ 
cently learned w as w ritten by Joel 
Moody of K ansas. 
I had few doubts 
on the subject before. 
A fter reading 


th at book I have none at all. 
I have 
•pace to refer to but one of Moody’s 
telling points. 
It consists in quoting 
both Paine’s and Jefferson’s ideas of a 
proper pronunciamento before the Dec­ 
laration 
was 
issued. 
In 
style, 
in 
thought, in arrangem ent and in every 
possible May Jefferson’s statem ent is 
utterly different from the Declaration 
of Independence. 
On the other hand, 
Paine six months before the D eclara­ 
tion Mas adopted said that such n doc­ 
um ent should be given out. 
Not only 
so. but he set forth the four grand di­ 
visions that should be included in the 
instrum ent and gave these in the ex­ 
act order afterM iird fonnd in the Dec­ 
laration itself. 
The tradition of the authorship of 
this charter of American liberty is as 
follows: Paine’s “Common Sense” ap­ 
peared about six months be/ore the 
adoption of the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence. D uring this time it is known 
th at he worked incessantly for inde­ 
pendence. 
He M’as so ardent th at he 
drafted a tentative paper th at m ight 
be used by the congress as a reason 
for the step. Of this his friend Jeffer­ 
son knew and used it as the basis of 
the Declaration when he came to draw 
it up. 
Not being a m em ber of con­ 
gress and because of his friendship for 
Jefferson, Paine never claimed the au ­ 
thorship. 


Expert Opinions on Authorship. 


T hat Paine assisted Jefferson 
In 
MTitlng the D eclaration or actually 
penned a tentative d ra ft for him is 
low accepted by most students. The 
New York H erald in a recent half 
page review of a new tw elve volume 
edition of Paine’s w orks and life says: 
“Then [when Paine w as editor of 
the Pennsylvania M agazine] he wrote 
a paper called ‘A Serious Thought,’ 
which was the D eclaration of Inde­ 
pendence in embryo. 
Indeed, Paine is 
said to have assisted Jefferson in 
draw ing up the first d ra ft of the Dec­ 
laration itself. 
It bas been epigram ­ 
matically said of him th a t even if he 
did not w rite it he w as its author.” 
Albert Payson Terhune in the New 
York World, using as a basis an arti­ 
cle w ritten by myself, gives a review 
of the argum ent th at is strongly in 
favor of Paine. 
He does not abso­ 
lutely commit himself, but says: 
“Though the evidence may or may 
not be ‘conclusive,’ it is a t least inter­ 
esting and has found many support­ 
ers.” 
William Cobbett, the fam ous Eng­ 
lish member of parliam ent and re­ 
former, puts the case thus: 
“Jefferson and some others have had 
the credit of being the authors of the 
Declaration of Independence of Amer­ 
ica. 
Either of them for aught I know 
may have w ritten it, but Paine w as.its 
author.” 
Thaddeus B urr W akeman, who is 
perhaps the m ost thorough student of 
Paine now living, states: 
“The claim of some th at Paine made 
a first draft of a ‘declaration’ for the 
pen of Jefferson and a plan of the 
flag for the needle of Betty Ross is not 
improbable, for he w’as certainly an 
active and inspiring man In Philadel­ 
phia during these fateful six m onths.” 


For a World Republic. 
Mr. W akeman, who regards Paine's 
ideas as still very live factors in the 
progress of dem ocracy and of liberal­ 
ism throughout the world, gives the 
five great objects of Paine’s life as fol­ 
lows: (I) American independence; (2) 
•the modern dem ocratic republic; (3) 
the American federal union and “na­ 
tion;” (4) “the religion of hum anity;” 
(5) the republic of man and of the 
world. 
In an adequate consideration of the 
work of Thom as Paine several further 
facts should be considered: 
He M’as introduced to the United 
States by a 
letter from 
Benjam in 
Franklin. 
Thomas Jefferson wras adm ittedly a 
disciple of Paine and sent a w ar ves­ 
sel to France to bring him back to 
America. 
W ashington avowed, in effect, th a t 
Paine had converted him to the cause 
of independence. 
Paine’s services M’ere considered so 
valuable to the United States th a t he 
M’as voted large sum s of money and 
tw o farms. 
Among the other form s he favored 
M’as the abolition of dueling. 
He was so popular in France that, 
although a foreigner, he w as slm u1 
taneously elected by several different 
constituencies to represent them in the 
national convention. 
H e advised w ith Napoleon about the 
invasion of England and had the in­ 
vasion been m ade w as to have w rit­ 
ten a new constitution for England. 
He w as born a Quaker and w as in 
reality a m ost religious man. 
The 
“Age of Reason,” which raised the 
theological storm against him, was 
w ritten to com bat French atheism and 
a t a tim e w hen Paine m om entarily ex­ 
pected death from the guillotine. 
Thomas Paine has been frequently 
called the greatest political w riter th at 
ever lived. 
Some of his sentences 
have passed into the common speech 
of the world—for example, “These are 
the times th a t try men’s souls,” and 
“The world is my country, to do good 
my religion.” 
It is known th at Abraham Lincoln 
was an adm irer of Paine and read 
him w ith avidity in his early years. 
Lincoln’s ideas of democracy and lib­ 
erty are very like those of Paine. 
Their views of religion were not dis­ 
similar, as would be universally ac­ 
knowledged if the popular misconcep­ 
tions of Paine’s real notions were 
sw ept aside 
It sometimes requires a century or 
more for the world to come to a ju?t 
estim ate of its benefactors, but a t last 
the scale is balanced, as it now is be­ 
ing balanced for Thom as Paine, the 
true author of tho Declaration of in ­ 
dependence and the apostle of liberty 
in three lands.
